The size 
and perfection of the ears of some of 
the exhibits is very remarkable indeed. 


Girls’ Canning Olabs Exhibits. 

The exhibits of the Girls’ Canning 
clubs occupies the rotunda. To gaze 
upon the beautifffl glasses of preserved 
peaches, cherries, figs, pears and all 
manner of fruits makes one long for 
a hot biscuit with no one around to 
disturb his activities. 

Considerable rivalry is demonstrated 
between the clubs of the various coun- 
ties in displaying their exhibits in at- 
tractive and unique manner. 

An exhibit which immediately com- 
mands the attention in the lobby is 
that of Newton county, which consists 
of an enormous ferris wheel, decorated 
in American and Confederate flags. 
The carriages of the wheel are baskets 
of the finest corn the corn chibs of 
Newton county have produced. The 
wheel is kept turning all day long by 
an electric motor, and Newton county 
is receiving ample praise from all 
visitors for its enterprise. 

Corn and canning clubs’ exhibits, 
however. do not constitute the entire 
show.

An exhibit which is the ,center of 
attraction for large numbers intgrest- 
ed in corn is ‘“‘the thousand dollar ear’ 
of corn. This large and perfect ear— 
said to be the most perfect ear ever 
grown—is exhibited just outside the 
door of the governor's waiting room. 
It is in a small glass case, which may 
be handled and closely examined. Be- 
side it is the enormous Kellogg trophy 
which was awarded for the ear. This 
trophy cost $1,000 and from that the 
ear of corn derives its title of “the 
thousand dollar ear.’ This ear was 
raised by Fred ©. Palin, of Newton, 
Ind.; in 1909. , 
Besides these interesting features 
there are on exhibit all manner of 
agricultural implements, which will be 
given away as prizes to the boys pro- 
ducing the prize-winning exhibits.

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A Bond Issue of $4,100,000 Is 
Plan of Sub-Committee to Care 
For Schools and Other Needs 


Committee Recommends 
That $1,500,000 of This 
Amount Be Spent. for New 
School Buildings for Both 
White and Black. 


NUTTING SAYS ISSUE 
SHOULD BE $3,500,000 


Police, Fire, Park and 

Waterworks Departments 
All Put in Liberal Esti- 
mates of Their Needs for 
Improvement of Service. 


Ambitious plans for the rehabilita- 
tion of the entire publte school system 
of Atlanta. and the expansion of every 
other department of the city govern- 


‘ment. were adopted Tuesday afternoon 


when the sub-committee of the bond 
issue committee agreed to a tentative 
report which comprehends the _  issu- 
ance of $4,100,000 in bonds for all pur- 
poses. 

Imperative needs of the school sys- 
tem were given a thorough airing by 
the committee, and in its report to the 
general committee it will recommend 
that the schools’ share of the bond is- 
sue be $1,500,000. 

Included in the school apportionment 
of the proposed bond money is an item 
school 
buildings, $560,000 for white grammar 


| schools, of which seven are to be new 


primary schools of four grades each, to 
cost $105,000, and $140,000 for new ne- 
gro schools. 

The 31,500,000 includes 
buildings and equipment. 

The general committee will meet on 
Thursday morning at 11 o'clock to re- 
ceive the report of the sub-committee. 

May Be Pruned. 

It is not regarded as likely that the 
general committee will accept the re- 
port as it stands. 


Members of both the sub-committee 
and the general committee believe that 
the entire bond issue should be kept 
within $2,500,000, and it is possible 
that demands of some of the depart- 
ments will be pruned further until the 
minimum is reached. 

Alderman James R. Nutting, chair- 
man of the sub-committee, wants the 
issue Kept as* close to the $3,500,000 
mark as possible. Like a majority of 
the most conservative members of 
council, Alderman Nutting does not 
care to take a chance by overloading 
the issue and risking defeat of the en- 
tire project, schools included, by stir- 
ring up prejudice against the entire 
issue. 

“I don't think there is any doubt of 
the people supporting an issue of 
$3,500,000 for all purposes, including 
schools,’ said he, “but I do fear that if 
we attempt to load too much on we 
are going to be stalled. We have got 
to be absolutely square with every 
voter in the city on this issue if we 
expect success.” 

if-the general committee adopts the 
tentative report of irs sub-committee, 
Alderman Nutting and other leaders in 
the bond issue campaign in council 
will immediately have City Attorney 
James L. Mayson draw up the proper 
ordinance to authorize a bond election. 

Special Registration Necessary. 

Thirty days must elapse from the 
day the city first advertises its pro- 
posal to issue bonds before an election 
can be held. This requirement will 
throw the election into the new year 
and will necessitate a special registra- 
tion. 

Enthusiasm ran high among bond 
issue advocates Tuesday afternoon fol- 
lowing the, important developments 
during the meeting of the subcommit- 
tee, particularly because of the fact 
that prospects now loom bright for an 
early expression from the people. 

The entire bond issue will include 
the following projects: 

Sewers and disposal plants, $1,000,- 
000: waterworks (not including pipe), 
$750,000; Grady hospital, $350,000: fire 
department (to motorize apparatus), 
$250,000; parks (for a new 
building only), $75,000; police, $100,- 
000; schools, $1,500,000, and municipal 
warehouse, $75,000.

BEAVERS DENIES 
WAVE OF CRIME 


Police Chief Says City Is as 
Well Protected as Ever, 
and Says Newspapers Are 
‘Against Him. 


Police Chief James L. Beavers Tues- 
day assailed the Atlanta newspapers 
as trying to show him up unfairly to 
the public. 

Chief Beavers had special reference 
to the stories published in the differ- 
ent Atlanta dailies within the last few 
days, and staterrents by Mayor Wood- 
ward, that Atlanta was seized by a 
wave of crime, and that the Atlanta 
police were at their wits’ end to put a 
stop to the burglaries and hold-ups 
that have taken place within the city 
during the last few nights. 

* “The papers have not given me 
credit for any good work,” said Chief 
Beavers, “and I am being handed a 
dirty deal again. 

Says They Were Drinking. 

“Saturday night, instead of there be- 
ing a large number of hold-ups and 
robberies as published, there were 
only three. Two of the persons re- 
porting that they had been held up 
and robbed were partly under the in- 
fluence of whisky, and, of course, my 
men could place no reliance in their 
statements. . 

“Nothing was said about these men 
being drunk. 

“There has been no crime wave to 
sweep over the city during the last 
few days. Things have been taking 
their usual course, and the routine 
work the police have each day to per- 
form is being handled with dispatch.” 

Chief Beavers held a long confer- 
ence with Judge George E. Johnson 
Tuesday afternoon, after Judge John- 
son dismissed the recorder’s court. 

Following the conference, Judge 
Johnson was seen by a reporter. 
“Chief Beavers came to my office at 
police station,” he said, “to discuss the 
question of bringing before city coun- 
cil through the police commissioners 
the matter of adding more policemen 
to the force.

FRANK'S PARENTS 
VISITING THEIR SON 


Supreme Court Remittitur 
Will Reach Clerk of the 
Superior Court Some Time

Proclaiming their unswerving faithin 
the innocence of their convicted son, 
M. Frank and Mrs. Rea Frank, par- 
ents of Leo. M. Frank, have been in 
Atlanta for several days to remain by 
his side. 

They come from Brooklyn, Frank's 
former home, where the aged father— 
a man above 60—is a retired traveling 


man. It is his first trip to Atlanta 
since the murder of Mary Phagan 
more than a year ago. The mother 
has been in the city frequently. She 
attended the trial of her son. 

They are spending their time with 
relatives, and are daily visitors’ to 
Frank’s cell in the Tower. Like Frank, 
himself, the father stoutly maintains 
that the convicted man’s innocence 
will be established, and that he will 
be ultimately freed.

New York, December 1.—During the 
busy season last year of 15,000 women 
workers in this city, 8,000 received less 
than $6.50 a week as wages, according 
to Howard B. Woolston, director of the 
wage investigation of the state factory 
investigating committee. who today 
suananadl up the findings on wages in 
New York city at the first of the pre- 
liminary hearings of the commission 
to be held here. 

“Half the wages-earners throughout 
the state investigated by the state fac- 
tory commission got less than $8 a 
week.” said Mr. Woolston. “Out of a 
total of 194,000 persons, one-eighth 
earn less than $5: one-third less than 
$7: two-thirds receive $10, or less, and 
only one-sixth make $15 or more. 

“tt is difficult to see how a girl 
manages -to live properly on $6 or $7 a 
week. A typical weekly hudget shows 
how near the ragged edge many exist: 
Clothes, $1.50; room, $2;° food, $2.50; 
car fare. 30 eents; incidentals, 20 cents.

GERMANS ESCAPE

London, December 1.—The battle in 
northern Poland is being fought out 
under the eyes of the German emperor 
on the one side and the Russian em- 


peror on the other. These two mon- 
archs left for the front today, so that 
virtually the heads of all the gations 
at war are with their troops. 

The king of England is in France: 
the king of Belgium, as usual, is spend- 
ing all his time with his soldiers, while 
President Poincare, of France, started’

Official news from Poland continues 
scanty, and, with both headquarters 
claiming successes, it is infpossible to 
say how the dattle is going. Of its 
‘intensity, however, there can be no 
doubt. 


GERMANS BREAK 
RUSSIAN CORDON. 


The Germans, when they started for 
Wareaw, dashed full tilt into a mass 
of Russian troops and forced their way 
so far in that the Russians closed on 
therm This was taken in Petrograd to 
mean that some of the German divi- 
sions had been cut off and that their 
surrender or annihilation was inevi- 
table. 

It appears, however, that, fighting 
for their very lives, and in the Know!l- 
edge that a great defeat would end 
the German offensive and compel them 
to fall back on their own frontiers, the 
German troops broke through the Rus- 
sian lines at one place and at another 
are holding their entrenchments 
against all the Russian attacks. Their 
flanks still are Deing harassed by the 
Cossacks, but seemingly the Russians 
are not now in a position to gain the 
sweeping victory they had anticipated.

Against Wealthy Germans. 

Hostility, against Germans has been

The most recent campaign 
in the newspapers has been against 
the influential and wealthy Germans 
who play a powerful part in British 
financial life. Naturalized Germans, as 
well as those who retain the allegiance 
of their birt are included in the gen- 
eral cloud of suspicion. 

There are several German-born mem- 
bers of parliament, and by an under- 
standing among themselves they are re- 
maining away from Westminster dur- 
ing the war Bessions. None of them 
has yet resigned. A few days ago sev- 
eral newspapers started an agitation: 
to have all male Germans and Austrians 
confined in concentration camps, and a 
general round-up was under way. Two 
causes nipped this movement in the 
bud. One was prompt retaliation in 
Germany, where all English residents 
were gathered in by the police, and 
the other was the difficulty of finding 
accommodations for the great number 
of foreigners who were eligible for the 


Spies are sharply divided into two 
classes by British opinion. For the 
German naval reserve, Lieutenant Carl 
Hans Lody, who was shot In the Tower 
of London, the papers have had nothing 
unkind to say. For a naturalized bar- 
ber named Ernst, who was sentenced!

One gentleman has sent the authori- 
ties a most detailed account of the code 
messages transmitted by red and white 
lights from the neighborhood of his 
home, but the police have never been 
able to see these signals with the same 
eyes as the discoverer. Germans have 
made excavations, have laid concrete 
foundations for heavy guns at strate- 
gical points and have built cunningly 
concealed roads from landing bases, ac- 
cording to some of the most strongly 
urged clues. ; 


Behind Masses of Suspicion. 
Behind the masses of suspicion and 


rumor there is enough activity by the 
Germans discovered from time to time 
to Keep the public in a state of uneasi- 
ness. The suspicion that the Germans} 
have a base for submarines, a supply 
station for aeroplanes and wireless ap- 
paratus in remote parts of the Scottish 
coast may be founded on fact. The ac- 
tivities of the German navy far from 
its own coasts, which have enabled 
it to scatter mines off the north of Ire- 
land, and to sink the superdreadnaught 
Audacious by mine or submarine, fur- 
nish ground for that theory. The gov- 
ernment has given it sufficient belief to 
circulate placards in Scotland offering 
a reward of $500 for the discovery of 
any base for histile supplies of petrol 
or hostile wiretess. 


HOW GERMANS VIEW 
AMERICAN NEUTRALITY 


Berlin, December 1.--(Via London.)— 
The statement of the American ambas- 
sador, James W. Gerard, regarding con- 
traband, is generally reprinted in the 
German press. The Kreue Zeitung says 
no objection can be raised to the stand- 
point taken, which is thoroughly ob- 
jective and comprehensive. 

Count Ernest von :‘Reventlow, in The 
Tages Zeitune, finds the American 
standpeint technically correct, but ar- 
rues that such shipments, whereby onlv 
the allies benefit and which constantly 
strengthen the military effort direct- 
ed against Germany, actually work out 
in practice as a support of one bellig- 
erent to the detriment of another. and 
in a way contrary to the spirit of neu- 
trality. He‘makes the suggestion that 
the American government use the 
weight of its authority in Londen to 
insure the delivery of such supplies to 
Germany and its allies. He also says 
that the T'nited States will be able to 
demonstrate, by such a practical policy, 
indubitably that its neutrality is loyal. 


REICHSTAG WILL VOTE 
$1,250,000,000 FOR WAR 


Berlin. December 1.—(Via London.) 
The reichstag will meet tomorrow to 
vote a war credit of $1,250,000,000. 
Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, the im- 
perial chancellor, conferred today with 
party leaders, explaining the military 
and financial situation. He first re- 
ceived socialist leaders. 

It is expected the war credit will 

adopted unanimously and without 
debate. The government does not in- 
tend to raise the new loan forthwith, 
and probably will not do so until 
spring. 

Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg, 
speaking to the reichstag committee, 
said the military situation on ‘both 
fronts was wholly favorable, but that 
he wished to defer further explana- 
tions until the meeting of the reich- 
stag tomorrow. He said he hoped the 
reichstag would vote the loan unani- 
mously. .as this would encourage the 
troops to the greatest energy.

Paris, December 1.—A violent attack 
by the Austrians on the Servian front 
running from Lanarovatz to Maljen, 
along the river’ Ljid, in northeastern 
Servia, was repulsed, says a dispatch 
from Nish today to The Havas agency. 
It is reported that more than 600 dead 
and wounded were found on the battle- 
field. The positions occupied by the 
Austrians were on the right bank of the 
Ljid. Twenty-officers and 1,500 sol- 
diers are reported to have been cap- 
tured. 

Austria Claims Victory. 


Vienna, December 1.—(Via London.)— 
An official announcement issued today 
says: 

“In the southern war theater a step 
in the operations has reached a victori- 
eus conclusion. The enemy, who for 
severa] days has been offering strong 
resistance east of the rivers Koluabra 
and Ljid (Servia) again attempted to 
take the offensive, but was repulsed, 
suffering heavy losses in his retreat. On 
the battlefield at Komatice alone our 
troops found 800 umburied bodies. 

“Since the beginning of our last of- 
fensive we have taken more than 10,000 
prisoners and have captured 47 machine 
guns, 46 guns and quantities of other 
war material.” 

Servia Counts on Russia. 


London, December 2.—(3:05 a. m.)— 
A Petrograd dispatch to The Times, de- 
scribing Servia’s plight, says: 

“Austria has half a million men on 
the -Servian front, bug the Servians 
were informed of this in time and re- 
treated into positions more convenient 
for defense. The Servians hope the 
Russians will soon appear under tite 
walls of Budapest.” 


GERMANY NOT TAXING 
FLOUR SENT BELGIANS 


London, December 1.—The American 
Belgian relief committee today charac- 
terized as wholly without foundation 
the statement published in The Echo 
Belge, November 29, that the German 
authorities in Belgium were taxing flour 
sent from the Tnited States for the 
starving people of the country at the 
rate of $2.60 per 100 kilograms. 

This statement came to London by 
way of Amsterdam and was cabled from 
London to the United States. 


GEN. JOFFRE SAYS FRENCH 
WILL STAY IN ALSACE 


Paris, December 1.—General Joffre, 
on a recent visit to Thann, Alsace, was 
welcomed in the name of France Al- 
satians #@athered' there.

New York, December 1.—The great- 
est crisis the Jewish people have faced 
in modern times now confronts that 
race, in the opinion of the\American 
Jewish relief committee for sufferers 
of the war. This committee today is- 
sued an appeal for fun to aid im- 
poverished Jews in the European na- 
tions at war. 

It was stated that more than 9,000,- 
000 Jews live within the area of con- 
flict and that 6,000,000 of them are in 
the actual war zone in Poland, Galicia 
and along the whole Russian frontier, 
“Hunger, disease, destitution in its ex- 
tremest form,” the appeal declares, 
“confronts a Jewish population as 
numerous as that of Belgium.”

Revenue Collectors Are In- 
structed to Date Shipments 
Nov. 30, Where Shippers 
Unable to Secure Stamps. 


A run upon the stamp window of the 
internal revenue’“department for war 
tax stamps Monday and Tuesday ex- 
hausted the heavy supply in the fed- 
€ral building and Atalnta is today 
Without revenue stamps.. A hurry or- 
der for 1,000,000 new stamps has been 
sent to Washington. 

Advices from Washington received 
last night, however, bear the efcour- 
aging news that the alarm of the 
hundreds who pressed into line for 
stamps Monday and Tuesday was 
needless, as the government has ar- 
ranged to protect those who were un- 
able to obtain stamps at the last mo- 
ment. 

Nearly 500,000 stamps were sold 
Monday and perhaps half of that num- 
ber went Tuesday. Only ten Il1-cent 
stamps were left Tuesday at the end 
of the strenuous two days’ sale. Mon- 
day was the last day of grace given 
the shippers whose packages necessi- 
tated war tax, and it was the fear of 
prosecution for failure Ao obtain 
stamps that created the heavy demand 
at the eleventh hour. 

The following is an Associated Press 
dispatch from Washington: 

Will Not Prosecute. 

Washington, December 1.—Thou- 
@ands of persons in many cities who 
spent hours today rushing the offices 
of internal revenue collectors, alarmed 
because they could not obtain war 
revenue stamps, were needlessly 
frightened over what might happen if 
they were not on the minute wit 
their stamping. The internal revenue 
bureau in the treasury department 
itself, much worried over the task of 
getting the law into smooth working 
order, found time late in the day to 
send telegrams to collectors making 
the government has no 
intention of prosecuting anybody sub- 
ject to the tax who shows he is willing 
and ready to buy stamps.

Officials here explained today that 
everything possible had been done here 
to get ready to enforce the law. The 
bureau’of engraving and printing has 
worked night and day since the law 
was passed, turning out the new 
stamps. The problem of furnishing 
stamps has been complicated, however, 
by the failu in some instances of col- 
lectors to gard suggestions from 
W ashingtow that all applicants be given 
a sufficient supply to last a few days 
and not be permitted to load up with 
large quantities. Information here is 
that some applicants have obtained 
supplies to last a month, while in the 
same communities others have ‘been 
unable to get any stamps. 

As an illustration of the vast num- 
bers of stamps required, it was pointed 
out that virtually every article in drug 
stores is subject to the tax. Many 
drug stores carry possibly 100,000 such 
taxable articles, and there are thou- 
sands of drug stores throughout the 
country. 

Officials say congress did not facili- 
tate the work of the revenue bureau, 
but rather hampered it by failing to 
give any additional appropriation to 
p@mit it to prepare for carrying out 
the new law.

REAR ADMIRAL MAHAN 


His Writings on Influence of 
Sea Power Have Profoundly 
Influenced the World. 


Washington, December 1.—Rear Ad- 
miral Alfred T. Mahan, U. & N., retired, 
acolaimed in naval circles as the 
“greatest modern writer on naval strat- 
egy,” died at the naval hospital here 
today, aged 74 years. Death was due 
to heart trouble. 

Admiral Mahan had overtaxed his 
Strength studying the great European 
conflict, and it ie believed the many 
long hours he devoted to following the 
haval operations of the belligerents 
probably caused the breakdown that 
hastened his end

Washington, December 1.—Hearings 
on the naval appropriation were con- 
tinued teday before the house naval 
affairs committee, which 
ing to hurry work on the big defense 
measure.

Little sympathy for the proposal 
that a great increase be made in the 
naval establishment was expressed to- 
day by Senator Tillman, chairman of 
the senate naval affairs committee. 
He declared that it would be “very 
foolish” for the coming session of con- 
gress to authorize more than the usual 
two battleships. 

“Of course,’ he said, “there are 
many hy sterical people in the country 
who can already see us involved in 
war or attacked by some European 
power. But I believe that the Ameri- 
can navy, as at present constituted, 
is second to none unless it be the Brit- 
ish navy. Certainly it is well able to 
care for our interests.” 

Senator Tillman, who is chairman of 
the joint commission investigating the 
advisability of the government’s build- 


ing an armor plate plant, said that the 
investigation so far had strengthened 
his conviction that if the government 
is to continue to use heavy armor it 
should manufacture instead of buy it. 
“But the outcome of the impending 
battle. between the British and Ger- 
man fleets,” he said, “may change the 
entire policy and put an end to the 
building of heavily armored ships.”

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TAFT'S VIEW OF CANADA 
si MONROE DOCTRINE 


-| Australian Editor Says Ex- 
President Has Thrown Doc- 
trine Into Discard. 


Meibourne, Australia, December 1.— 
(Via London.)—The Melbourne Age, 
referring to the views of former Pres- 
ident Taft concerning the Monroe doo- 
trine, expressed recently at Montclair, 
N. J., and particularly his statement 
that the United States would not be 
compelled by the terms of the doctrine 
to intervene {f Oanada should be at- 
tacked by Germany, has thig to say: 

“If this interpretation ts the 
views of the government of the United 
States, an event of first rate impor- 
tance to the entire olvilised world has 
taken place. If the Wilson govern- 
ment shares Mr. Tafts opinion, it is 
very clear that the Monroeism is a 
thing of the past and that the United 
States has abdicated the position she 
has been jealously guarding for a pe- 
riod extending upwards of eighty 
years.” 


In his address at Montclair, N. J., 
last Friday night, ex-President Taft 
said that hile the landing of troops 
in Canada by enemies of Great Britain 
would not constitute a violation of the 
Monroe doctrine, any effort to estab- 
lish a new form of government in 
case of victory would violate that pol- 
icy. Mr. Taft added: 

“All that the Monroe doctrine would 
consistently require of us would be 
to insist that when the war is over, if 
Germany were successful, she could 
not take over the territory of Canada 
and overthrow her government and es- 
tablish her own there, or take any op- 
pressive measures which would have a 
similar effect. But we would not ob- 
ject to her exacting an indemnity if 
she were the victor.

UNITED STATES WARNED 


Princeton, N. J., December 1.—Gen- 
eral disarmament and universal peace 
will not follow the European war and 
the United States may have trouble 
winner, were predictions 
made by George B. McClellan, former 
mayor of New -York and now. profes- 
sor of econontic history in Princeton 
university, in an address here tonight. 

“No matter who wins,” said Pro- 
fessor McClellan, “it is almost certain 
that at some not far distant date we 
Shall be confronted with the alterna- 

‘tive of abandoning the Monroe doctrine 

or fighting to maintain it. If we fight 
for it in our present unprepared condi- 
tion, there can be but one outcome. A 
triumphant and’ victorious Germany 
would have little to fear from us and 
while we possibly might check Japan 
by herself, we scarcely could hope to 
do so if she received help.” 

The cause of; war, according to Pro- 
fessor McClellan, is the spirit of na- 
tionality which has seized all of Eu- 
rope and the present war cannot. be 
charged against any one man or any 
mroup of men. 

Professor McClellan made a strong 
appeal that Americans awake to their 
present condition of unpreparedness 
and that immediate steps be taken to 
build up a national defense.

Jacob H. Schiff and Bernard Baruch, pri-} © 


vate bankers of New York, whose subscrip- 
tion to the so-called cotton pool fund of 
$100,000,000 made it possible to complete 
that fund so far as the non-cotton-producing 
states are concerned, are understood to have 
made the subscriptions of their own motion. 
They were not appealed to, although, of 
course, they were brought from time to time 
in touch with those who were trying te 
establish a pool. Both knew that there 
might be some risk, or at least a consider- 
able time in which their capital thus in- 
vested would be tied up. Both were familiar 
with certain legal opinions wnich seemed to 
cast doubt upon the legality of the under- 
taking, in view of the provisions of, the 
Sherman anti-trust law. Both overlooked, 
however, these considerations, as did the 
managers of the banks of New York city, 
who contributed approximately $50,000,000 to 
the pool. The higher considerations which 
justified this action were tnat it was for the 
benefit not only of the cotton planters of 
the south, but probably for the whole coun- 
try, if the dangerous and difficult cotton sit- 
uation were relieved. No one believed that 
in the future any attempt would be made 
to test the legality of the cotton pool under- 
taking. Certainly none will be made while 
the present administration is in power, and 
public sentiment would not support any 
proceedings aimed at this beneficial pool 
at any time hereafter. 

Mr. Schiff has gained a national and also 
possesses an ‘international reputation not 
only as a private banker, but also as a man 
whose banking business, vast as it is, has 
not limited his view or dwarfed his under- 
standing of the relations which should be 
established between large financial interests 
and the public. His own career is one of the 
best illustrations of the opportunities which 
the United States offers to young men who 
have no other capital than energy, industry 
and good habits, and who maintain the rela- 
tions of a good citizen. When Mr. Schiff 
came to New York, a little after the close 
of our civil war, he was employed as a bank 
clerk, and lived upon a moderate salary. His 
promotion was inevitable, because, in addi- 
tion to the fidelity with which he discharged 
his regular duties, he was occupied in all 
his leisure moments in a study of the prin- 
ciples and philosophy of the banking busi- 
ness. Not long after he was made a member 
of the firm of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., he gained 
first, local, and afterwards national, reputa- 
tion by his activity in certain philanthropies 
and by the courage with which he some- 
times made public his views, which were not 
always in accord with the financial admin- 
istration at Washington. He created a pro- 
found impression when at a meeting of the 
chamber of commerce, some years ago, he 
pointed out some of the dangers that lurked 
in the treasury department administration 
of public funds which were utilized for the 
purpose of aiding in the moving of the crops. 
That purpose Mr. Schiff approved, and he 
had in a private way demonstrated his ap- 
proval through the assistance which his own 
bank gave at that time .to facilitate crop 
movements. It was what he regarded as a 
dangerous stretch of the diseretionary au- 
thority of the secretary of the treasury that 
he criticised publicly. 

It has often been observed that in re- 
sponse ‘to public opinion, and sometimes be- 
fore that opinion is formulated into law, 
Mr. Schiff took such action for his bank as 
made it clear that he respected reasonable 
and widespread public opinion. 

Yet the banking house of which he was 
the head, at the time when there were coun- 
try-wide accusations alleging the establish- 
ment of a money power and credit monopoly 
in New York, was placed in the list of insti- 
tutions which then controlled money and 
credit. 

The First Answer. 

The first good opportunity of answering 
these allegations came when President Wil- 
son asked and then urged Paul Warburg, 
who was a partner in the house in which 
Mr. Schiff was the head, to become a mem- 
ber of the _ federal reserve board. Then, 
again, when the city of New York was in 
dire extremity, in August of this yvear, Mr. 
Schiff, with the co-operation of Mr. Morgan, 
organized the syndicate of New York banks 
which agreed to furnish $82,000,000 in gold 
with which the credit of New City abroad 
should be maintained. He was also of aid 
in the organization which was called the 
gold pool of $100,000,000, which was of value 
in enabling American merchants and manu- 
facturers to secure means with which they 
could pay their current obligations abroad. 

Mr. Baruch is one of the younger person- 
alities of. the financial district who have 
achieved success. His name was a familiar 
one in financial circles, but not until he vol- 
untarily. came forward with a contribution 
which, ‘together with that made by Mr. Schiff, 
@nde up the deficit of three millions in the 
$1.00,000,000 cotton pool did his name become 
a famillar one to the public. He, too, in his 
career showed what opportunity, if it be 
aecepted, means for a young man. About 
the time President McKinley was first inau- 
gurated he was an inconspicuous clerk. To- 
day he is ranged: among the great forces of 
the Wall street district, and he has gained 
that reputation without the slightest smirch 
upon his character, pefsonal or business. 
Mr. Baruch is a member of a family which 
hag gained distinction for intellectual ability 
and for high achievement. His brother, Dr. 
Simon Baruch, stands acknowledged ag one 
of the foremost members of the medical pro- 
fession of the world. 

The Coming London Conferences. 

Sir George Paish and his associate of the 
British treasury, Basil B. Blackett, have 
been recalled to London. The London bank- 
ers are anxious to get better information 
respecting the proposition that there be an 
international credit of $100,000,000 estab- 
lished as an emergency measure in London 
than they were able to obtain from the con- 
cise cable dispatches sent by Sir George. In 
the Wall street district, it has within a few 
days been known that this credit is to be 
regarded as an emergency measure some- 
what similar in its purpose to the precau- 
tion which was represented when the s60- 


called emergency currency law was enacted } 


by congress. With Sir George, Henry P. 
Davison has gone for the purpose of repre- 
senting the American bankers’ committee at 
the conferences which will be held in Lon- 
don with representatives of the British 
treasury. 

A few years ago, Mr. Davison was named 
the representative of the American banking 
syndicate which expected to take part in 
the financing of the proposed Chinese na- 
tional loan that might amount possibly to 
3$300,000,000. When. the representatives of 
the five other nations which were to take 
part met with Mr. Davison at Paris he was 
unanimously chosen as chairman ofthe con- 
ferences. It has long been’ Known that it 
was in great measure due to the tact and 
skill with which he directed these confer- 
ences that at last a satisfactory agreement 
was reached. 

This plan was abandoned, so far as the 
United States was concerned, because the 
present administration at Washington 
thought it the better part to reserve the ao- 
tion which had been taken by the previous 
administration, which was one of approval 
and moral support. Now, again, Mr. Davison 
goes agroad as the representative of Amer- 
ican bankers in conferences which are to be 
held with the British. treasury and presum- 
ably with the chancellor of the exchequer, 
so that there may be perfected a plan which 
will make it possible to establish interna- 
tional financial relations that may be of the 
highest value both to Great Britain and to 
the United States. Yet Mr. Davison is stil) 
a young man, and a little over twenty years 
ago was a clerk in a small bank in Bridge- 
port, Conn.

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GEORGIA PRODUCERS 
NEED TO STANDARDIZE 


Editor Constitution: Pursuant to discus- 
sion of the sale of farm products.-resulting 
from diversification movement, the Griffin 
and Spalding county board of trade has had 
this matter up actively for sixty days; in 
fact, ever since the Atlanta purchasing 
agent announced that he would purchase 
feed for the stock belonging to the city of 
Atlanta from Georgia producers, “provided 
it would pass the Same inspection as to 
quality with that he has for years been pur- 
chasing from the northern markets,” or 
words to that effect. 

We immediately took up this matter of 
quality with the state authorities and from 
the Georgia department of agriculture and 
from Director R. J. H. DelLoach, of the 
Georgia Experiment station, we learned that 
the Georgia products are equal in food values 
to the products of any other state, and in 
some respects better. 

Subsequently we laid these matters be- 
fore a meeting of Spalding county planters, 
with the view of ascertaining why Spalding 
county hay and Spalding county oats would 
not sell in competition with what are termed 
“western” products of the same character. 
Here we struck the keynote, which may be 
of value to those who are inquiring of The 
Cones as to méthods for marketing 
Georgia prodticts. 


Our products are equal in food values 
from a scientific standpoint—from an analy- 
sis of the unit—but they will -nst sell in 
competition with western products because 
they are not standardized either in quality 
on in packages. Our oats are not “double 
fanned,” and therefore not as clean or as 
appetizing, not freed of dust and chaff: the 
packages are irregular in size_and quality: 
our hays, native grass, peavine, sorghum, 
alfalfa, is not properly cured, is not regular 
in color and aroma, in some ‘instances 
mouldy, and very irregular in shape and 
size; it is not as appetizing and therefore 
not as economical. 

“There is a reason’’—our people are not 
adept at these new methods, they are not 
familiar with grain and provender produc- 
tion and marketing and are not expected to 
be, compared with the western farmer, who 
has been raised to this kind of work. But 
he must and will learn; he must cure and 
pack his product properly and attractively 
and when he can show up a product as good 
or better he will get the same or better 
price.

If he will for two years grow 
hay, corn, wheat, oats and raise a few cat- 
tle and a few hogs, just enough to sell to 
himself and those dependent on him, he 
will certainly be ina position to do as he 
pleases with his few bales of ‘cotton and

War or no war. 

Supply Themselves First. 

The people of the south should first sup- 

their individual markets (their homes) 
thev begin to look about for foreign 
They have by no means suppliéd 
their own door markets. Therefore, I sug- 
gest that they first grow a smail amount 
of foodstuffs and supply themselves. 

If you don’t believe I am right, examine 
the contents of freight trains coming south 
from the west and northwest. 

further investigations along 
will reveal some horrible 
for many reasons these conditions should 
not by any means be altogether charged 
against the farmer. In fact, 1 don't believe 
he should be charged with more than half 
the responsibility of this condition. 

Most of our land is owned by 
merchants, bankers, warehouse men, 
izer dealers, professional men and retired 
farmers who now live-in smali towns. The 
average one-horse farmer, or one-mule 
farmer, who paid $250 for his mule, farms 
under the direction of one of the above 
class of men. As the editor of your great 
paper, you know very well the reasons why 
that class of men drive their tenants from 
January to January growing cotton, almost 
exclusively. As I see it, the merchant sells 
at a good profit foodstuffs to his tenant 
and the tenants of his neighboring towns- 
men. What little cash the* tenant must 
have from April to October, he not having 
good credit or a deposit, necessarily must 
pay high interest to the banker, and so long 
as large cotton crops are grown it’s under- 
stood that the warehouse man and fertilizer 
dealer will wax fat. 

They Know. 

The professional man and retired farmer 
know that whether cotton be low or high- 
priced, they earn from a reasonable to @ 
high rate on their investment. 

Whenever the above class of men who 
either own or control the lands lend their 
efforts toward bettering the conditions, you 
will notice a great change, and no war or 
wars can put this great section in financial 
mourning. 

Whenever the landlord also uses his 
business sagacity and foresight in the diréc- 
tion of having the tenant place that surplus 
cotton money in the bank at 4 per cent and 
5 per cent, or as much of it as he can 
spare, we won't have to talk so much about 
“rural credit systems” and things of that 
nature. 

Of course, there are some tenants who 
will never learn to save anything and will 
always be slaves to other men, but why not 
try to reduce those to a minimum number? 

Use the columns of your great editorial 
page in showing the landlord wherein he 
is largely at fault, and whenever he im- 
proves the condition of his tenant financially, 
he improves the value of his land, possibly 
not right away, but in a very few years. 

No, just now we don’t need markets ex- 
cept a little home market “all our own.” 
and the average one-mule farmer won't 
reach that point unless he is backed and 
supported by the landlord. 

Our southern farming system seems to 
be all wrong, and we had better correct 
that first. 

You arecertainly tobe commended for the 
great assistance you are rendering.

The Atlanta Constitution is earnestly une- 
ing the municipality to do something to 
bring the city school system up to the de- 
mands of the city’s rapidly increasing popu- 
lation. It points out that the school build- 
ings are overcrowded, insanitary, non-fire- 
proof and otherwise inadequate. 

These conditions are entirely too preva- 
lent in all the larger southern cities. Even 
in Houston, which is probably foremost of 
all southern cities in the physical excellence 
of its school system, we have school build- 
ings that are non-fireproof and some that 
may not be in all respects satisfactory in 
the matter of sanitation, buR we are glad 
to say that each year witnesses material 
progress toward ideal conditions. We be- 
lieve we can safely say that Houston has 
about reached the period when there wil! be 
no further flimsy construction such as was 
common in the earlier years of the city. 

In these days of reinforced concrete and 
advancement in school architecture there is 
no excuse for the larger southern cities to 
erect flimsy school buildings. Indeed, all 
public buildings of every description ought 
to be as nearly fireproof as possible and 
constructed to last for centuries rather than 
a few years. 

But the southern cities should wake up 
with respect to their school systems. The 
children of. any city constitute its best as- 
pet, and they should be schooled in com- 
fortable, safe, attractive buildings. The 
school buildings of the cities are now be- 
coming in many instances social centers and 
in the future they will render greater serv- 
ice to the communities in which they are 
located than ever before. This is another 
reason why every municipal administration 
should take care to provide only substantial 
buildings and to erect these ag rapidly as 
the demands of increasing population re- 
quire. 

Why there should be any hesitation about 
issuing school bonds in Atlanta we cannot 
understand. In Houston, no school bond is- 
sue is ever defpgated. There has not been a 
year for more than a decade in which new 
school buildings have not been erected, and 
yet in spite of almost constant building we 
have barely kept up with the increasing army 
of school children. Some of our newer build- 
ings will compare favorably with any in the 
country and one in particular which has 
been inspected by educators from many of 
the larger cities is declared to be the last 
word in high school construction. 

But if southern cities are lacking in the 
matter of school buildings what shall we Say 
of the deplorable conditions in thousands of 
the rural school districts of the south, where 
ramshackle huts are common and where no 
attention is paid to sanitation, comfort or 
attractive surroundings? It is in thig re- 
spect that the south is most backward. 

Here again Harris county, like the county 
seat, ta foremost. The Texas superintendent 
of public instruction has stated that our 
county has the best county school system of 
Texas, and we believe he has not exag- 
gerated the situation a particle. This state- 
ment means that we have the best equipped 
and best managed county system of the 
south, for Texas has made better prog- 
ress in public education than other southern 
states because of her greater financial re- 
sources. Yet, we realize that Texas has 
much to do to bring her educational facili- 
ties up to the standards of the more pro- 
gressive northern and Pacific states.

LLOYD-GEORGE EXPLAINS 
| THAT $5,000,000,000 


London, December 1.—ASs a result of 
reports made by American correspond- 
ents of London newspapers that the 
statement of David Lloyd-George, 
chancellor of the exchequer, who said 
the United States owed Great Britain 
about $5,000,000,000 had caused surprise 
in the United States, Mr. Lloyd-George 
today gave the Associated Press the 
folowing statement: ; 

“Judging from the comments which 
have appeared in the American press 
on the chancellor of the excehquer’s 
statement on Friday last in the house 
of commons with regard to exchange 
ibetween this country and the United 
States of America, this appears to have 
ibeen incompletely reported in America. 
Mr. Lioyd-George’s actual words as re- 
ported in the official report were: 

“*‘America, I suppose, owes us hear- 
ly a thousand million pounds in fixed 
and floating capital, but we could not 
buy. It was impossible to do any ‘busi- 
ness. Why, thé exchanges had broken 
down. This paper machine had crum- 
pled and somehow got out of order and 
the result was that no business was 
possible.’ 

“This statement seems to have reach- 
ed the United States in the form that 
America owed the United Kingdom a 
thousand million pounds, without any 
explanatory words that this sum was 
owed in fixed and floating capital. 
These words, of course, make it clear 
that Mr. Lloyd-George’s statement re- 
ferred to the total of British invested 
capital in ‘America and in no way to 
America’s indebtedness in respect of 
the current balance of trade between 
the two countries.” 


In a statement Cepcerning the finan- 
cial condition in Great ritain, Mr. 
Lloyd-George told the house of com- 
mons last Friday that the financial | 
deadlock which followed the outbreak | 
of the war was due to inability to col- 
lect outstanding debts abroad.

HEAVY CASUALTY LIST 
FOR AMERICAN MINES: 


Washington, December 1.—A cas- 
ualty list of American mines and quar-' 
ries, issued today by the bureau of 
mines, showed 3,651 men killed last! 
year and estimated thé injured at not 
less than 100,000. This was a death 
of the 
1,047,010 men employed in the indus-' 
tries. 

“Such a death rate,” Dr. Joweph AJ 
Holmes, director of the bureau, de- 
clared, “was excessive and unneces-! 
sary and a discredit to the industry 
and the country. 

“We stand aghast at the slaughter 
in Europe,” said Dr. Holmes, “and we 
pride ourselves on our freedom from 
war through the adaptation of higher 
ideals and standards. Yet to me this 
report on the death in one year of 3.651 
men engaged in:a peaceful industry is 
quite as discreditable. In the last three 
years American mines and quarries 
have swallowed up 10,487 human lives 
and have incapacitated temporarily 
probably a quarter of a million men. 

“I believe I am conservative when I 
say that half of the 3,651 men killed 
last year might have been saved, and 
three-fourths of the 100,000 men in- 
jured might havevwescaped had all the 
various agencies involved, the opera- 
tors, the miners and the state and na- 
tional governments done their full dutvr 
in the matter. For the bureau of 
mines, as representing the federal gov- 
ernment, I can say that, owing to a 
lack of adequate funds, this bureau 
has fallen short of doing its full part 
in this great safety movement; and TI 
therefore hesitate to criticise the seem- 
ing shortcomings of any other agency. 

“It is not to the credit of the United 
| States that the European countries 
embroiled in war kill in the mining 
industries but one-half or even one- 
third of the number of men we kill.” 


RAIL ENGINEERS OBJECT

New York, December 1.—Testimony 
by Lewis Cass Ledyard and Repre- 
sentative A. Mitchell Palmer, of Penn- 
Sylvania, today regarding telephonic 
conversations dealing with the United 
States Steel corporation and J. P. 
Morgan, was the principal development 
in the trial of David Lamar in federal 
court here on a charge of impersonat- 
ing Representative Palmer with interit 
to defraud the steel corporation and 
the Morgan ‘firm. Lamar is known in 
New York as “The Wolf of Wall

bach, a lawyer, by the steel corpora- 
tion and the Morgan firm. 

Representative Palmer’s testimony 
was brief. He denied-he had talked 
over the telephone with Mr. Ledyard 
between February 4 and 8, 1913, the 
period when, it is charged, Lamar con- 
versed with Mr. Ledyard in 
of the Pennsylvania congressman. 

Spelled Name Over Phone. 

Mr, Ledyard testified that on Febru- 
ary 4 he had been summoned to the 
telephone to talk with a “Congressman 
PY.” The witness continued: “When I 
took up the telephone, a voice said, 
“This is Congressman P. Do you know 
who lam? I told him ‘No. He asked 
if the information that he came from 
an eastern district in Pennsylvania 
helped me in placing him. Again I 
said, ‘No.’ Then he spelled his name 
out for me—P-a-]l-m-e-r—and asked if 
that identified him. I said it did.” 

The psuedo Palmer then told Mr. Lead- 
yard he understood Ledyard was con- 
versant with the plans of the United 
States Steel corporation and the wit- 
ness replied that he did not represent 
the steel Company. 

“He said,” continued the witness. 
“that Mr. Morgan had refused to lis- 
ten to any plans ‘to stop the investiga- 
tion of the money question and that 
both Gary and Perkins knew of this 
attitude. I asked him how he knew 
Mr. Morgan's position and he replied 
that he knew it perfectly well.” 

The following day the telephonic 
conversation was renewed, Mr. Led- 
yard said, and the voice asked him 
whether he represented the steel cor- 
poration or Mr. Morgan. When Mr. 
Ledyard replied that he did not repre- 
sent either, but thought he held Mr. 
Morgan's confidence, “he said he was 
disturbed over this statement. He said 
it was not until Mr. Morgan’s attitude 
of defiance to the government had be- 
come apparent that the money investi- 
gation had become the policy of the 
demoeratic party. 

Perturbed Over Doubt. 

“He said the speaker himself was 
perturbed over the doubt thrown over 
the situation. He gaid BEdwa Lau- 
terbach had seen the speaker and 
wanted me to see Lauterbach. He told 


me Lauterbach had the authority of 
the speaker to come to me. He said 
the situation concerning steel was very 
grave, based. on the defiance men- 
tioned,” 

The next day “P” telephoned he 
would call again from his home in 
Bethlehem, Pa., said the witness, and 
would report the result of a confer- 
.ence between himself, Speaker Clark, 
Senator Stone and Representative 
Henry. After another conversation on 
February 8, Mr. Ledyard -testified, he 
decided to call Lauterbach for a con- 
sultation, as “P” had told him it had 
been decided at the conference not to 
“cut out” Lauterbach, as the new at- 
torney was sure to be a “radical.” The 
witness declared “P” derided the idea 
of accepting money for his services, 
saying he was moved by higher 
motives. 


LACEY PUT ON TRIAL 
ON EMBEZZLING CHARGE 


Montgomery, Ala., December 1.-—-The- 
odore Lacey, charged with embezaling 
2,500, a payment by B. Frank, of this 
city, to the state convict department 
while the defendant was chief clerk 
of that department, was placed on trial 
here this afternoon. Lacey's total al- 
leged embezzlement was over $90,000. 

As soon as the case was called, at- 
torneys for Lacey made a motion for 
a nolle prosse under what they claimed 
was an agreement between Lacey and 
counsel for the state, by which Lacey 
was to surrender himself, stand trial on 
the charge and a}! other indictments 
were to be quashed. Judge Brown ruled 
that such an alleged agreement had 
not been made in open court, and any 
settlement under its terms would have 
to be made by the parties to it. He 
overruled the motion for a nolle prosse, 
and also overruled several demurrers 
filed by the attorneys for Lacey.

When ordered arraigned on the 
charge of embezzling the $2,500, Lacey 
pleaded former jeopardy, claiming that 
the specified amount was part of the 
total of $50,000 for which he had been 
previously convicted and sentenced to 
ten years’ imprisonment. The plea of 
former jeopardy ‘will be submitted to 
the jury tomorrow. 

The work of securing a gury to try 
the case was then undertaken. At: the 
hour of adjournment nineteen jurors 
had been accepted on the panel from 
which the twelve to try Lacey will be 
selected tomorrow morning, each juror 
being qualified separately. 

The case against James Oakley, for- 
mer president of the convict board, was 
not called. It probably will be taken 
up after the trial of Lacey is com- 
pleted. 


MORE THAN $40,000,000 
ASKED FOR WATERWAYS 


Washington, December 1.—Upwards 
of $40,000,000 for river and harbor im- 
provement is asked of congress in 
estimates the war department has 
prepared. Approximately half is for 
the Mississippi river and its tribu- 
taries. 

There are thirty projects in all the 
department wants favored at the com- 
ing session, and they range all the way 
from $250,000 to $6,000,000 each, The 
estimates will be cut closely by the 
house rivers and harbors committee 
when it meets the last of this week 
and it is possible the committee will 
vote to limit the bill to continuation 
of existing projeats. 

The situation was discussed today by 
Representative Sparkman, of Florida, 
chairman of the committee, with 
President Wilson and Colonel Town- 
send, of the Mississippi river commis- 
sion. 

The largest single item in the de- 
partment’s estimates is $6,000,000 to 
carry on next year’s Mississippj river 
contracts previously authorized by 
congress.from the head of the passes 
to Cape Girardeau.

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Washington—Holland De- 
sires Early End of War. 


Washington, December 1.—Dr. Henry 
Van Dyke, American minister to The 
Netherlands, back from his post on a 
month’s leave, described to Secretary 
Bryan today the earnest desire of 
Queen Wilhelmina and the people of 
Holland for the early ending of the 
European war. 

Dr. Van Dyke denied the oft-pub- 
lished report that he was,the bearer of 
a personal letter from the queen relat- 
ing to peace, but said he had reported 
to Mr. Bryan merely on “the state of 
mind” of the people of Holland and 
conditions generally in Europe as he 
had studied them. 

After talking with Secretary Bryan 
for an hour, Dr. Van Dyke indicated 
clearly that. the present did not seem 
a propitious moment to put forward 
definite proposals for terms of peace. 

“The desire of the United States for 
peace,’ he said afterwards, “is a well- 
known fact. The decision as to the 
proper moment for us to act is in the 
hands of my chiefs. The president and 
the secretary of state can be trusted to 
determine when that moment arrives.”’ 

United States and Peace. 

The minister expressed the hope 
that when thé time for the settlement 
of the war arrived the United States 
“would play a noble part’’ in bringing 
peace. He was also sure that the heart 
of Holland would be with the United 
States in such efforts, though he 
would not venture a prediction as to 
just what form the co-operation of 
Holland or other neutral countries 
might take. 

Dr. Van Dyke will talk over condi- 
tions in HDurope with President Wilson 
tomorrow, having been invited to take 
luncheon at the white house. He 
came to the United States primarily, he 
said, to have his eyes treated, and ex- 
pected to leave Washington’ tomorrow 
afternoon and sail for Holland on De- 
cember 12% 

While at the state department Dr. 
Van Dyke told the newspaper men of 
the efforts made by Holland to care 
for Belgian refugees. 

“The people of Holland,” he said, 
“are peace-loving folk. They are do- 
ing all they can for the relief of those 
in distress. The Belgian people came 
into Holland in great numbers and we 
have been striving to give them all the 
assistance we could. We have organ- 
ized in Holland the only scheme by 
which the civilian population of Bel- 
gium can be helped. Great’ Britain, 
France and Germany have approved 
what has been done and the work will 
continue.” 

Asked as to reports concerning the 
neutrality of Holland or its sympa- 
‘thies in the present war, Dr. Van 
Dyke said there was no doubt that the 
queen and the majority of the people 
of Holland were “sincerély neutral and 
desirous for the return of peace.” 

American Diplomacy Open. 

Incidentally, the minister expressed 
surprise at reports that American 
diplomacy was of a secret character. 

“T have heard it said since I returned 
to. this country,” he remarked, “that 
American diplomacy was conducted 
with the shutters down and the blinds 
drawn. That has not been my experi- 
ence and is not the experience of other 
American diplomats. I find that ev- 
erything is open and frank and that 
the impression of the diplomats of 
other countries is ro age (A to this ef- 
fect, so that we enjoy he confidence 
of all our colleagues. 

Dr. Van Dyke was the guest tonight 
at a private dinner at the home of Dr. 
John W. Foster, former secretary of 
state, and the latter’s son-in-law, Rob- 
ert Lansing, counsellor of the state 
department.

The following optimistic extracts are 
taken from the General Letter on Trade 
Conditions, issued by the Fulton National 
bank for the month ef December: 

“Commercially, we have not yet felt to 
any extent the great. change In sentiment 
which has come about during the micnth, 
but the change has been distinctly felt in 
financial! circles. The most potent factor 
in bringing the improvement was the open- 
ing of the federal reserve banks and the 
release for use in financial operations of 
hundreds of millions of dollars in reserve, 
the amount released in the New York banks 
alone reaching more than $165,000,600. While 
it will take a portion of these reserves to 
retire the clesa’ing house certificates which 
have been ure tween banks, the effect 
of the use of the rediscount privilege by the 
banks must soon be felt throughout the 
business world. 

“One by one the trade barriers are being 
removed, and things are righting them- 
selves rapidly. although it is really unfor- 
tunate that because of conditions during 
the past few months, many American man- 
ufacturers are not now in a position to ac- 
cept orders which are being offered them 
by brokers representing the warring nations. 
Seny orders have been declined because of 
the probable inability of the manufacturers 
to deliver the goods within the specified 
time. Present conditions surely prove that 
‘Preparedness is the secret of success.’ 

‘It is reasonably certain that no legis- 
lation will be proposed or at least passed 
at the regular session of congress which wil! 
tend to hinder the return to normal busi- 
ness. The administration stands pledged 
to favor no legislation which could in any 
way disturb business.” ‘

FOR FOOD CROPS 


Trouble Is, Says James H. 
Collins, That Farmers Do 
Not Know How to Prepare 
Their Crops Here. 


That there is a market in Atlanta for 
food crops, and that farmers through- 
out the state will experience no trouble 
in marketing their products after they 
are taught to properly prepare each 
one to meet the demands of the deal- 
ers, is the declaration made by James 
H. Collins, an agricultural writer of 
New York, at a conference with the 
market agents of the Southern railway, 
Thesday morning. 

Mr. Collins is in Atlanta gathering 
data for an article which he is pre- 
paring for one of the leading agricul- 
tural- publications in the country, and 
dropped into the office of H. A. Tripp, 
local market agent of the Southern. At 
the time Mr. Tripp was conferring with 
EK. L. Robison, of St. Louis; E. M. Lane, 
of Cincinnati, and Howell Peeples, of 
Washington, each representing the 
market department of the railroad. 

During the discussion the subject of 
finding a market for Georgia crops was 
taken up, and attention was directed 
to theinterview by Mrs. Nellie Peters 
Black and others, regarding the lack 
of market facilities for oats, peavine 
hay and other farm products. 

The Market Is Here. 

“There isa market in Atlanta for food 
crops,” Mr. Collins said. “The great 
trouble is the farmers have not prop- 
erly prepared their crops in the past, 
and have not tried very hard to find 
the place to put their crops on the 
market,” he continued

Villa has entered Mexico City at the 
head of about 26,000 troops. He ar- 
in the suburbs, where he re- 
mained receiving delegations and 
foreign consuls. Villa will not enter 
the capital proper until the arrival of 
Provisional President Gutierrez. 

General Villa had a narrow escape 
from death just before his entry into 
the city. His train collided with the 
train of General Chao above Tula. 
Thirty-two persons were killed and 
forty wounded. One mile below the 
scene of the wreck six mines were 
found connected with a battery con- 
cealed in a ravine. The general's 
train passed over these mines, which 
were not discovered until the next 
morning. at 

General Villa issued the following 
statement to the Associated Press: 

“My only mission is to restore order 
in Mexico and not to take personal 
revenge on any one. I promise tha} 
order will be restored at once. I am 
acting as the subordinate of Provi- 
sional President Gutierrez andthe na- 
tional convention. 

“The provisional president is now 
the supreme powerin Mexico and lam 
merely acting as field commander of 
the armies. All foreigners and for- 
eign property will be protected.” 

Villa left Tula after receiving news 
of the capture ‘ef Pachuca by the 
cavalry brigade of General Raoul Ma- 
dero. The Carranza troops retired 
after a ekirmish between outposts. 

“This is better than my last visit 
when I came here as a friendless pris- 
oner of Huerta,” remarked General 
Villa upon his arrival. 

VILLA AND ZAPATA 
ARE KEEPING ORDER. 


Washington, December 1.—Optimistic 
reports showing that the Villa-Zapata 
coalition, supporting the provisional 
government of LEulalio Gutierrez, is 
keeping order in Mexico City and re- 
storing normal conditions, were made 
public today at the state department. 

Two dispatches from American Con- 
sul Silliman and the Brizilian minister 
at Mexico City read to President Wil- 
son and his cabinet by Secretary Bry- 
an, were given out in paraphrase to- 
night. They show that General Emi!- 
iano Zapata has declined to go to the 
national palace, keeping his headquar- 
ters in the suburbs. Unofficial reports 
from the Mexican capital say General 
Villa has arrived in the outskirts and 
that both chiefs await the arrival of 
Provisional President Gutierrez. 

The official dispatches gave a much 
more hopeful and optimistic view of 
conditions than the American govern- 
ment has received in many weeks.
